RUSSIANS HOLD FUSHAN ROAD 


There will Prohably be a Big Scrap for 
the Possession of Mukden for 
Winter Quarters 


THE SITUATION AT MUKDEN, 


Tckio, Septemb-r 21st.—The impression is growing general that an en- 
gagement wil scoa take place at Mukden. Gen. Kuropatkin is evidently 
preparing to make a determined resistance to any attemp* to dispossess him 
and is entrenching and constructiug defenc-s. He has an immense force 
available but the opinicn is expressed that Tie pass would be a more favor- 
able location for defence. The Russians however, are unwilling to suffer the 
loss of prestige which would be involved by the abavdonment of Mukden. 
Roth armies are now rested and have recovered from the effects of the fight 
at Liao Yang. 

A telegram received to-day from military headquarters in Manchuria 
says that portions of the Russian troops engayed in reconnaissances while re- 
turning from Ping La:tze continued in touch with the Japanese lines ameng 
the Mukden and Fushan roads on Sept. i8th. There wae no fighting bu’ 
they are in condition to fight and the weather is fevorable for military opera- 


tions. The roads are drying and the J ps are speedily restoring the railway. 


RUSSIANS HOLD FUSHAN, 


St, Petersburg, Sept. 21st —The reports that Gen. Kuroki had crossed 
the Hun River at Fushan turn out to be false. The Russians strongly hold 
the road to Fushan and Bentziahaulze. tis pointed out that if the Japs 
had occupied Fushan the Russians would have been compelled to evacuate 
Mukden since Fu. han is nearer to Tie pass. 


INTEREST CENTRES AROUND MUKDEN. 


Londen, Wednesday 21si,—Whatever may be happening in the far east 
there is little difference in information from any quarter. The armies in the 
vicinity of Mukden appear to be limiting their activities at present to feeling 
the positions of their adversaries. It 13 su,pos d to be the plan of the Jap 
anese to possess themselves of the passes of the mouatain range before mak 
ing a direct move on Mukden. Strategic considerations seem to make it 
essential that Gen. Kuropatkin make a stand there and prevent the town 
from being made the winter quarters of the Japanese while the lack of ade- 
quate facilities elsewhere f r the housing of troops during a rigorous Man 
churian winter niake it necessary that the Japs bend all their energies tu the 


capture of that town. 

St Petersburg, Sept. 22nd.—The official returns of the casualties among 
the Russian <fficers at the battle of Liao Yang show that 455 officers were 
killed or wounded, including 6 generals and 39 fie.d officers, 30 officers were 
killed 372 wounded and 13 mnuesing. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 22nd. A resumption of ths Japanese advance is 
expected to occur at any day. It is the third week sicce the fighting at Liao 
Yang and the Japs have bai-time to transport reinforcements from Yinkow 
and bring up eufficieat men to the front to replace all their losses, bnt it is 
probable that several days will intervene before the armies come to closer 
quarters. The interval is beiog devoted on both sides to feeling the strength 
and position of the oppo-ing forces until the Japanese probably will attempt 
to capture the pases of the Da moantain range, running haf way between 


the Hun and Taitze rivers.
